THE Motions of the King of Sardinia, with a confi- 
* derable Body of the Aruiy on the other Side of the 

Po, having obliged the Enemy to abandon fucceffively 

their Pofts of Marignano, Lody, Chignolo, St. Colum- 


at Placentia and upon the Po, determined themvat laft to 
take a defpcrate Refitotion: which was that of pafling 
the Po, in order to attempt a Retreat towards Tortona. 
For that Purpofe they drew down their Boats which they 
had upon the Lambro, and brought up the Po thofe which 


ver the Po, between the Mouth of the Latnbro and that of 


drea. They were finifhed the 9th in the Evening, aud their 
feveral Bodies, which had been pofted at different Places, 
being drawn together at the faid Bridges, the Army be- 
an to pafs over them that fame Evening, and all the 
5 ht between the oth and roth. 
eneral Botta having Notice, from the Parties which 
patrolled along the Po, of the laying of the faid Bridges, 
and that the Enemy had began to pafsoverthem, detach- 
ed on the 9th, about 6 of the Clock in the Evening, Ge- 
neral Count Serbelloni, with a Body of between 6 and 
7000 Men, who marched with all poffible Expedition. 
The faid General met on the Road Major General Count 
Gorani, who not having been able to make Head againft 
, the Enemies that had already paffed, was returning with 
his Detachment, and another of 300 of our Horfe and 
Dragoons, commanded by the Chevalier Orechia, Ma- 
jor of the Dragoons of Piedmont. They joined General 
Serbelloni, and returned to the Enemy’s Bridges, where 
being ranged in Order of Battle, they began to engage, 
and maintained their Ground with that fmall Body till 
10 the next Morning, when General Botta, who had 
marched at Midnight with all the regular Troops, arri-

This Account was brought to the King this. Morning 
' by the Chevalier Montoya, Adjutant General, who was 
| fent by General Borta. Count Caftiglione has been dif- 
| patched to Vienna to carry the News to their Imperial 
Majetties. ; 

The King thereupon fent General Brown in a Ferry- 
boat over the Po, to confer with General Botta, and con- 
cert with him the March of the Armies for the Purfait of 
the Enemy, and to fettle whit Body fhould remain in or- 
der to the Reduation of Placentia, which cannot hold out 
long. His Majelty has already appointed, on his Part, 
Major General Briguerafque, with the Brigade of Pied- 
mont, to be left for that Service. At the fime time he 
has fent Lieutenant General Prince Picolomini, with fe- 
veral Companies of Grenadiers, to affift in harraffling the 
Enemy, till fuch.time as the Grand Army can march,
